tho State tlckot. A full Btato tlcket was
named, most of tho candldates belng
nomlnated by acclamatlon. All strlfe
appeared to havo dled from the rankB of
the oppoBlng factlona of lowa, Republl-
cans. ,,

Tho flrst ballot for Lloutonant-Governor
resulted: Warrcn Garflt, 917 1-3; D. Bray-
mond, 722 2-3. There wa« no "row."

He Had Majority.
Governor Cummln8, as he asaerted all

.along, had a majorlty of the delegates,
and the actlon ot tho Stato Central Com¬
mlttee In nddlng to the temp'orary or-

gahlzatlon some Perklns delegates dld
not Interfore wlth Cummlna'a control
of the Bltuatlon. Tho Governor's frlenda
were dominant ln the majorlty of the
district caucusea held thls mornlng, and
aubsequcntly controlled not only tho
commlttee on credentlalB, but secured
the adoptlon of tho platform they aub-
mltted to tho commltteo on reaolutlons.
The actlon of the State Central Com¬

mlttee In puttlng elghty-elght of the con-
testlng Perklns delegates on the tem-
porary roll waa not Bustalnod by tho
Commlttee on CredentlalB, who reported
ln favor of sentlng only 13 of them.
After Governor Cummlns waa re-

nomlnnted a commlttee eacorted hlm to
.the platform. He mado a ahort epeech
ln Whlch he sald tho thlng nearest hla
heart was the Republlcan party

The Origin of Fireworks.
It is tp the Itiilans that we owe the

introduction of the modern flre dlsplaya
whlch we call pyrotechnlcs. Tho term is
derived. probably. from "P>Todes," tho
name glven to Cllos (nccordlng to Pliny),
because he was the flrst to Btrike firo
from fllnt. Gunpowder, whlch ls the
chlef factor in fireworks, wns practlcally
Identlcal wlth the "Greek flre" of the
Bvznntino emperors and "the terrestrlal
thunder" of Chlna and Indla. Fireworks
of a certaln type (the most anclent re-
cords of Chlna show) were well known to
the Celestlals several hundred years be¬
fore the Christian era. But Florentlnes
and the Slennese are crodltod wlth belng
flrst to mbe gunpowder wlth othor in-
gredlente, such as metallc flllngs and the
varlous salts, to give sparkle and color
to flroworks; and wlth the Invention of
varlous forma to give varlety and brll-
ll_,ncvThe' flrst dlsplaya of tho Itallan pyro-
technlc lnventlons .aro sald to have been
those at tho feasfs of St. John nnd of
the Assumptlon. when wooden struotures
were adorned wlth palnted statues, from
whose mouths and oyes Issiled colored
flames. A favorlto early exhlbltlon was

of huge models of dragons. eagles. swans,
etc., wlth concealcd operators wlthln, who
cauaed the flgures to omlt the most
amuslng fireworks,, It waa an Itallan
cenlus who conducted the flrst pyrotechnic
dlsplay in Paris. arouslng amozemiVU,
admlratlon and aftright among the peoplo.
That was in the elghteenth century-

Before that. only tho simplest pyro¬
technic contrlvancos were used, such aa

squlbs. crackers, rockots, etc. Of later
date aro tho lngenlous mechanlcal ar-

rnngements for maklng spmo of tho ex¬

hlblts revolvo rapldly when belng dls-
charged. The forelgn makers have been
long slnco dlstanced In the productlon of
Intrlcato and novol achlovements ln tho
pvrotechnlc art by American genlus and
Inventlve sklll. All mannv: of welrd
productlons whlch explodo and blaze are

now avallable for pyrdtochnlc dlsplaya,
and the catalogue grows annually greater.

How Engineers Are Plannirig
System of To-Morrow.l
Does Its Work All Ov

Experiments and 1
Look Twenty

BOSTON, August 1;.In. a skyscraper of

flce bulldlng ln thls city ls one of the
buslest and most lnterestlng laboratorleB
in the world. lt ls the place whero the
problems of telephony are worked out,
and where are devised'the means of lm-

provlng and' developlng the natlonal talk-

ins system to meet the demands tho
future wlll make upon lt.
Here, any day, you may see two men

In a room 15 or 20 feet wlde and two or

threo times that lengtlv talklng wlth
each other over clrcuits a thousand
mlles long.. The equlvalent of twenty
mllea of cable la contalhed ln a box no

Wgger than an ordlnary travellng oag,
and 600 mllea of pole llno ls represented
by the contenta of another box not,aB
large as atdress sult case, whlle the en-

.tlre apparatus at the central offlce, so

lar as lt affects the lndlvldual sub-
scrlber'B telephono line, Is compressed
Into a couple of square feet.
Wlth thls equlpment and two stand-

ardlzed telephono lnstrume'nts conversa-
tlona over hundreds of mlles are carried
on wlthln the four walls of thls labora-
tory.one of tho workshopa of the central
englneering force of the Bell system.
Every detall of a.long distance clrcult
from the subscrlber's telephono at one
ond of the line tb that at the other .end,
with, all the central. offlce and overheaa
and underground constructlon that con-
nects them, is reproduced > wlth sclen-
tlflc exactneas. By-these means .new, de-
.vlces and apparatus are tested, propoaed
Improvftfnents lnvestlgated, and the
scientlfic theoriea involved ln transmiB*
slon and operatlon worked out. Thls may
bo done for the purpose of studylng some
mlnor blt of mechanlsm, of determlnlng,
for lnstance; the relative, merlts of two
forms of the relay. colls whlch auto-
matlcally work tho slgnals'bn the switch-
board, or of learntng the effect on a

conversatlon of havlng one sort of equlp¬
ment at one end of the llhe and another
sort at the other end, or for any of a

hundred other purposea.
The way in which tests of this sort

are made ls curious. At one.end of the
laboratory ls a telephone lnstrument that
is kept at an absolute atandard. Half
way down the room ls a sound-proof
booth ln whlch a simllarly perfect ln¬
strument ls lnstalled. The telephone ln
the open room has practically the sur-

roundlngs of the ordlnary subscrlber's
premlses; the other ls secluded so as to
give as nearly absolute qulet as posslblo
and allow the tralned ear to judge cor-

rectly the sounda that come over the
wires. On a shelf beBlde each telepnone
stands a devlce whlch, by shlftlng lts
keys and changing Ita electrlcal resist¬
ance,'can be made to represent the loop,
as It Is callod, betweon the subscrlber'.s
"Btatlon" and the central offlce. Past-
ened to tho wall are repeatlng colls, re-
lays, and condensers exactly llke thoae
attached to every subscrlber's line ln a

regular exchange,
The devlces that ropresent that. out-

side llnes of the telephone system,
whethor cable undor clty stnoets, or open
wiro on pole llnes, aro the most lnter¬
estlng of all. They look llke boxea two
or three leot long and slx lnches wldo,
wlth a double line of electrlcal swltches
on the top. Insldo each box ls a serles
of contrlvances eaoh wlth the eleotrlcal
resistance and capaclty of so.muoh cablo
or wlro, as the case may bej and by
manipulatlng the swltches any desired
number of tho sectiona of '"artinclal Une,"
as they are called, can be put Into the
olrcult under test. Tho artlflclal- llnes
are mado by taklng tho resistance of the
Blze of wlre they are to reproaent, allow-
ing for tho lnevltable leakage of ourrent
under some condltlons and for the In-
fluenco of lnduotlon under others, and
then embodylng tho results ln. a Blngle
compaot dovlco whlch wlll produce on

any ourront that Ib passed through lt tho
comblned effeot3 of all these varlous
influences.
When tho englneerB wlsh to compare

tho offjeiency of two plecea of apparatus,
each la connectcd wlth the same w|ros
through a "mercury swltoh," iTha
swltch can bo worked so as to put flrst
one of tho samplea under examlnatlon
and then tho othor Into the test clrcult,
Ono observor talks Into the lnstrument
ot tho open ond of tho line, rocklng the
BWltch back and forth, whlle tho other
Ilstons lh the sound-proof booth, nptlng
the dlfforenoes ln transmleslon oaused
by each chango of oonnectlona.dlffer-
ences whlch to tho untralned ear would
ba hardly perceptlblo. Sometimea an

actual operatlng plant ls oompared wlth
atandard equlpment, Uko that used ln
tho laboratory, by means of one of theso
ongtneer's "layouts," and bo ekllful does
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[nvestigstions that
Years Ahead.

the expert become that he can deter-
mine wlth practically absolute accuracy
the percentage of efflclency of the llne
or plece of apparatus he ls examlnlng.

Thls laboratory and another one near-
by, whlch ls devoted to mechanlcal tests,
are important adjuncts of the englneer-
ing department of the Bell telephone
system. The professlon of the telephone
englneer has oxlsted but thlrty years
and has seen more progresslve changes
than havo taken place ln 'any other pro¬
fesslon In the same length of tlme. Tho
number ot men whom experlence haa
quallfled as experts ln the hlghest sense
Is probably smaller to-day ln thls than
ln any other professlon. So at Its head-
quarters. here the Bell system maintains
for the benefit of all its thlrty-eight or-

ganlzations, blg and llttle, an cnglneor-
lng force of 2M men, to whom aro ro-

ferred the puzzllng dlfflculUes whlch re-

qulre for thelr solutlon a greater. expen-
dlture of tlme and money, and wlder
resources, than any lesser orgahlzatlon
could afford.

IBut
things come up In the day's work.every-
whe're" whlch can best b6 dealt wlth by
the tralned investlgator who has spe-
clalized for years,. and these matters aro

referred to the skysoraper laboratory. It
may be some dltHculty In transmlsslou
for whlch no cause can be found. It
may be a demand for a new klnd of
telephone servico, requlrlng a modlflca-
tlon of the ordlnary Instrument. It may
be the laylng out of an lntrlcate under-
ground system, or plannlng a group of
central offlces in some distant clty to
provide for the growth of years to. come,
for ln making ,thelr .plans to-day the
Bell englneers. look'"twenty yars uhead.
Perhaps lt Is a new scheme of opera-
tion whlch promises to lop off a second
or two from the tlme lt takes to get
subscrlbers lnto communlcatlon.
One speclalist studles methods of tim-

bor preservatlon.a matter of great Im-
portance, since the demand for poles by
the various lndustries uslng eloctrlcal
current Is devourlng trees of the pro-
per slze at leost flvo tlmes aa fast (as
Nature can replnee them.

FURTHER CONFERENCE L1KELY

No Ruling Will Be'Possible Until
Entire Commission Considers

Question.

(By Assoclated Press.)
WASHLNGTON, D. C. August 1.'.After

a further conference of two hours and

a half to-day, 'ihe rallroad offlclals who
have been discusslng wlth.the lnterstate
Commerce Commission the Interpretatlon
and enforcement of the new rallroad rate
law, adjourned thelr meetlng.
On behalf of the commlsslon, Chalrman

Martln A. Knapp, made the followlng
statement concernlng the work and re-

aults of the conference:
Results of Conference.

"The rallway trafflc offlclals who have
been ln confereoce wlth the lnterstate
Commerce Commlsslon yeaterday and to-
day were commltteea represehting the
Western Association, roads west of Chl-
cago, and the Southern-Association roads
south of Ohlo and. Potomac Rlvers and
east of the Mlsslsslppt.
"They submltted three general propo-

sltions ln the nature of requests relatlng
to tho preparation and flllng of tarlffs
and klndred mattera under the amended
law, whlch takea effect on the 2Sth of
August.
"Flrst: That a longer tlme ls necessary

than will intervene before the new law
takes effect to pre'pare and prlnt rate
schedules ln conformlty wlth the amended
statute. IncIdentaKr. th'eyask to be al¬
lowed to publish thelr tarlffs Bn the
varlous statlons by-pteclng ccpieS in'the
custody of an agent and postlng a .notlce
that they-are open to lnBpectlon.by any
person who deslrea to consUlt them.
-Second: That the requlrement-of thlrty

days' notlce of change ln rates be modl-
fled so as to permlt changes ln expert
and lmport rates on short notlce as may
bo necessary to meet tho competltlon of
forelgn carrlers. I
"Thlrd: That ln tfce caae of Jolnt tarlffs,

whlch are usually lqsued by the Inltlal
carrler, that the tormlnal charges as for
storage, swltchlng, etc.^be published and
flled by the dellverlng roadB...

No Discussioh ^Under Law.
"It waa understood by. those-present,

and stated dlatlnotly by the commlsslon,
that it has no dlscretlon under the present
law, and consequeritly cannot make no

order ln regard to, any of the mattera
dlacussed,' untll tho new law takes ef¬
fect. MoreoveT, as only three me'tnbera
of tho commlsslon wore present, whlch
ls less than a majorlty. 'As the commlttee
wlll be conatltuted under tho new law.
Ir was announced that no opinlon would
bo expreased or ruling made untll tho
questlons wero consldered by tlie entire
commlsslon. It was,' however, lntimated
by the commlsslonera present that the car¬

rlers Bhould use tholr best oftorts to
prepare tarlffs ln compllance wlth tho
law, and that if further tlme became

necessary, it would probably bo allowed.
It waa also suggested that a new com¬

mlttee or BUbcommlttee be appointed by
the carrlers whlch should repreaent tha
road generally through the country for
further conference wlth the commlsslon
from tlme to tlme *b mlght be deslred,
wlth the vlew to co-operatlon wlth thp
commlBBion and ln ald of uniformity of
method and practlco."
